The Democratic Executive Commit-

J. Garrett for Congress to succeed him- 
aelf. 

The Wisconsin Democratic SUte 
Central Committee has decided that the 
nominations for State officers shall be 
made at Minneapolis on Thursday, Sep- 
tember 4. 

The House Committee on Public 
Buildings has reported favorably on an 
appropriation of $50,C'00 for a public 
bulling in Danville and a |65,000 one 
for Danville. 

By a vote of ‘J42 to 17 the House 
adopted the Pure Food Bill, voting 
down practically every amendment. 
The lower bo<ly also approved the con- 
ference report on the ^iiroad Rate Bill 
by a vote of 216 to 4. 

Reports have been numerous recently 
that Charles M. Schwab would enter 
« politics as a candidate for United States 
Senator from Nevada. Mr. Schwab ar- 
rived in New York from Europe and 
when asked concerning the story re- 
plied: ”I have no political aspirations 
whatever.” 

President Roosevelt has decided to 
visit the Isthmus of Panama next fall 
to make a personal inspection of the 
canal work. He will leave VJashington 
lake in October or early in November 
and will spend at leaat a week in the 
canal zone. In view of this decision 
bis proposed tour of the Middle West 
has been declared off. 

Gov. Beckham appointed John M. 
Lassing judge of the court of appeals 
to fill the vacancy caused by the elec- 
tion of Judge Thomas H. Paynter to 
the United SUtes Senate. Judge I.a88- 
ing will retire from the democratic 
State central and executive committees 
and Louis Des CogneU, of Lexington, 
is mentioned as his successor. 

Col. John B. Thompson was at his 
home here the first of the week, and to 
The Democrat he said that he would 
probably enter the race for Senatorahip, 
though he had not yet fully determined 
to do so. He hinted that he would 
make it very warm for Gov. Beckham 
and Senator McCreary should he get 
into the contest. - Harrodsburg Demo- 
crat. 

The Eleventh Congressional Republi- 
can District Committee met at Barbour- 
ville Saturday and issued sn official call 
for a primary election to be held Tues- 
day, August 18, to nominate a Repub- 
lican candidate for Congress, 13 of the 
19 committeemen present, and of the 
number seven voted for priory, while 
the other six favored a delegate con- 
vention.
